GIVES 
TERMS FOR HUN AT 
CONGRESS SESSION 


WASHINGTON, Nov . 11.— Germany must ev acuate hastily France, Bel­ 
gium, Alsace-Lorraine, Lux emburg, Rumania, Russia, and Turkey . 
She must 
y ield up to the Allies v ast quantities of war materials, including airplanes and 
artillery , surrender 16 0 submarines, permit internment of 24 cruisers and bat­ 
tleships and 5 0 destroy ers and disarm all others. 
And she must permit the 
United States and the Aiiles to garrison the impor;ant Rhine crossings and 
strategic points and to occupy the Cattegat, Baltic forts. 
These are the outstanding terms of the armistice to which Germany 
bows, conquered today , as rev ealed by Presjdent Wilson before ongress this 
afternoon. 
He declared the war is ov er, and pictured Germany denuded of 
her militaristic strength and her plotting militarist leaders. 
But he warned now of a fresh peril. 
While he did not term it the image 
he presented was that of Bolshev ism and he warned that Germany must come 
to order— must not seek “ the treasures of liberty " with the light of a torch. 
Should the Germans follow the course of self control and order, the president 
pledged that we “ shall put our aid at their disposal in ev ery way that we 
can do.”

LONDON, Nov . 11.—Germany today is kaiserless and kingless. 
All re­ 
ports tended to show that in addition to the emperor, all the kings, princes, 
grand dukes and other roy alty of the empire had renounced their “ div ine 
right” to rule ov er a people which already had abrogated that right by rev o­ 
lution. 
William Hohenzollern, the former kaiser, with his wife and son, the 
former crown prince, were believ ed to hav e reached the castle of Count v on 
Bentinck at Dessteg, near Utrecht. 
With them were said to be Field Marshal 
v on-Hindenburg and a suite of ten. 
G ermany was still dominated by the revolu tionists, bu t reports indicated 
that the Socialists w ere rapidly assu m ing control of the governm ental fu nc­ 
tions. 
T he biggest figu re in Germany was Frederick Ebert, Socialist and saddle- 
m ak er, who had assu m ed the chancellorship. 
Prince Maximilian of Baden, 
former chancellor, w-as a mere lay figu re as self appointed regent. 
Repu blics had been set u p in Saxony, Baden and W u rttem bu rg, Bavaria 
and Schleswig-Holstein. 
O ther German states were in tem porary 
control 
of 
w ork m en’s 
and 
soldiers’ soviets. 
Some reports even stated that a m ovem ent was u nder way 
to m ak e the whole em pire a repu blic. 
T he I^ k a l Anzeiger said that Social 
D emocrats and Independents of the reichstag decided to tak e action tow ard 
tha t end Satu rday morning. Anarchy was still rife in some parts of Germany. 
The famou s Moabit prison had been captu red and most of the prisoners lib­ 
erated. 
Potsdam, the home of the former k aiser, and Doberitz were in the 
hands of the work m en and soldiers. 
Crevit, Dü sseldorf, Mu lheim and Essen were also held by revolu tionists. 
Some of the reports stated tha t Cou nt Kru pp Von Bohlen Und Hal bach, 
and his wife, formerly Bertha Kru pp, heads of the great gu n w ork s ai Essen, 
were u nder arrest. 
Prince Henry, brother of the form er k aiser and his wife, were said to be 
fleeing from Kiel. 
T he prince was reported to have been wou nded. 
All pic­ 
tu res of the form er k aiser and crown prince were being removed from pu blic 
places. 
Portraits of Von Hindenbu rg, however, were not molested. 
The Lok al Anzeiger, u ntil recently one of the strongest su pporters of the 
k aiser’s cliqu e, had been seized by w ork men and soldiers, who were pu blish­ 
ing it u nder the title “The Red Flag.” 
The food situ ation in Berlin was becoming grave in big popu laiton cen­ 
ters on accou nt of the general strik es which had tied u p the railroads and 
other indu stries. . 
Ebert annou nced that his new cabinet wou ld be M atthias E rzberger of 
the Catholic portion. H err Gothin and H err Von Richtoff. 
These men represented the three majority parties.

C a pta in Burns S. Chaffee Tells 
of Ex periences at St. Mihiel, 
Taken Bv Yanks

teresting letter from their son, Burns 
S. Chaffee, which they kindly share 
w ith their friends.

E x tracts from the letter dated Sep­ 
tem b er 2d, follow: 
A few days ago I visited the town 
of St. Mihiel, which was recently ta­ 
ken b y the Americans. 
The town is 
b eautifully 
situated 
on 
the 
river 
Meuse and surrounded b y hilly coun­ 
try. 
Ab out a mile from the place is 
tin old Roman tort which is situated 
on a hill and overlooks the country 
for miles in 
every 
direction. 
This 
fort had b een well fortified 
b y 
the 
G erm ans’ large guns. 
A Frenchm an 
took me ab out the fort and proudly 
showed me the enormous shell holes 
produced b y the 
American 
artillery. 
Some of the holes I saw were ten to 
tw elve feet deep and twentv to twen- 
tv-flve feet in diameter. 
The 
town 
itself has suffered severely from shell 
fire as have all towns in the fighting 
cones. 
Buildings in Prance, with a 
ter,1 ex ceptions, are b uilt of stone or 
b rick and when a shell hits one of 
them and ex plodes it generally crum ­ 
b les. 
The country ab out the town of 
St. Mihiel is cut b y trenches, miles 
and miles of them, also many dugouts. 
T he Germans 
have 
occupied 
them 
m ost of the four years past and have 
lived very comfortab ly. 
Some of the 
dugouts had pianos in them, the fur­ 
n iture in some of them was uphol­ 
stered, china dishes not uncommon 
to find, electric lighting system

Monday, one of my patients, whom 1 
had in July, cam e to see me.
